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To  accomplish  the  work  which  the  Church  and 
the  State  have  a  right  to  expect  of  it  as  an  educational 
institution,  Missouri  Valley  College  needs: 

1.  An  addition  of  $200,000  to  the  Endowment 
Fund. 

2.  A  new  dormitory  for  men,  and  another  dor- 
mitory for  women — a  companion  Hall  to  the  Louisa 
Campbell  Girls*  Dormitory. 

3.  A  Gymnasium. 

4.  A  Library  Building  for  our  library  which 
has  overrun  its  quarters.

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

Marshall,  Mo.,  October  1,  1919. 
To  the  Synods  of  Missouri  and  Kansas  of  the  Presbyterian 

Church  in  the  United  States  of  America: 

Dear  Brethern: — The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  is  pleased  to  make  the  following  report  con- 
cerning the  attendance,  experiences,  working  force,  goal, 
re  adjustments  and  financial  exhibit  of  the  institution  over 
which  you  have  made  it  the  responsible  guardian. 

I. 

The  first  thing  we  desire  to  do  is  to  express  our  gratitude 
to  God  for  His  guidance  thru  thirty  years  of  history.  There 
are  left  only  two  of  us,  who  participated  in  the  organization 
and  chartering  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  John  C.  Cobb  and 
Peter  Hay  Rea.  These  two  brethren  have  served  continu- 
ously from  the  beginning  and  the  rest  of  us  desire  to  pay  our 
tribute  to  the  richness  of  their  experience,  their  generosity 
toward  the  College,  and  their  faithfulness  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  obligations  which  the  directing  of  such  an  institu- 
tion involves.  Their  children  have  been  students  at  Missouri 
Valley  College  and  at  the  close  of  the  year,  concerning  which 
this  is  the  Annual  Report,  Mr.  Rea's  granddaughter  graduated 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Thus  the  stream  of  history 
is  flowing  on.  Both  are  officers  in  the  church,  and  both  have 
been  liberal  in  the  use  of  their  funds  for  the  Cause  of  the 
Master.  We  are  glad  to  pay  this  humble  expression  of  appre- 
ciation  to  our  co-laborers  while  they  are  living  to  enjoy  it. 

(3) 
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Of  the  rest  of  us,  some  have  been  a  number  of  years  in 
office ;  some  are  representing  the  Alumni  of  the  College ;  some 
are  children  of  former  Trustees  who  have  come  into  office  as 
a  sort  of  family  succession,  but  all  give  their  time  cheerfully 
to  the  service  of  the  institution  which  the  benevolences  of 
Christian  men  and  women  founded  more  than  thirty  years 
ago,  and  of  which  several  of  your  Board  have  been  benefi- 
ciaries as  students  of  Missouri  Valley  College  and  are  glad 
now  to  take  the  places  of  those  who  were  serving  when  they 
were  students. 

II. 

We  gratefully  and  joyously  announce  the  completion  of 
the  endowment  of  the  Bible  Chair.  This  was  announced 
verbally  at  the  last  Synod,  but  it  could  not  be  included  in  the 
report  of  the  previous  year  as  all  of  the  money  had  not  been 
raised,  but  now  it  is  all  secured  and  is  bearing  interest  at 
6%.  The  College  Board  has  set  aside  $5,000.00  additional, 
at  5%  interest,  for  the  use  of  this  Chair,  making  $25,000.00 
as  the  endowment.  It  is  named  *The  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  C. 
Cobb  Chair  of  Bible  Instruction.''  The  Board  has  instructed 
a  committee  to  secure  a  suitable  man  to  take  this  office  as 
Bible  instructor  in  Missouri  Valley  College.  For  many  years, 
in  addition  to  his  administrative  duties,  the  President  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  has  taught  the  Bible,  so  that  the 
teaching  will  not  be  a  new  thing  in  the  history  of  the  College 
but  it  will  relieve  the  President  of  a  great  deal  of  work  that 
he  has  hitherto  carried. 

III. 

Owing  to  certain  changes  necessary  in  connection  with 
the  instruction  department  of  the  College,  Prof.  J.  E.  Hollings- 
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worth,  Ph.  D.,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Latin  and  Greek 
and  has  rendered  faithful  and  competent  service  therein, 
has  been  released  and  a  re-adjustment  of  faculty,  courses  of 
study,  etc.,  is  in  operation,  together  with  a  revision  of  the 
entire  course  of  study  by  the  faculty. 

Courses  of  study  change  and  frequently  get  out  of  align- 
ment as  the  result  of  changes  in  the  faculty,  addition  of  new 
subjects,  and  readjustments  of  the  schedule.  The  faculty 
has  this  whole  matter  under  consideration  and  will  doubtless 
put  into  operation  a  considerably  revised  schedule  for  next 
year,   1919-20. 

IV. 

Mr.  Joseph  Samuel  Henry  of  Boonville,  Missouri,  and 
Robert  Allen  Guthrie  of  Macon,  Missouri,  are  new  members 
of  the  Board  and  are  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  work 
committed  to  us. 

Rev.  Arthur  Lee  Odell,  D.  D.,  President  of  Henry  Kendall 
College,  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  has  tendered  his  resignation  which 
has  been  accepted,  much  to  the  regret  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Board.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Missouri  Valley  College; 
received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  his 
Alma  Mater f  and  has  been  a  most  efficient  and .  energetic 
member  of  the  Board.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Synod  of 
Missouri  to  elect  a  successor  to  Dr.  Odell  to  serve  out  his 
unexpired  term.  His  term  of  office  expires  at  the  meeting  of 
Synod  in  1920. 


It  will  interest  the  Synods  to  know  that  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  the  Rev. 
Gustavus  Adolphus   Hulburt,   pastor  of   the   Kinsghighway 
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Presbyterian  Church,  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  upon  the  Rev. 
Samuel  D.  Harkness  of  the  Immanuel  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.  D. 
was  conferred  upon  Hon.  Frank  Hagerman,  an  attorney  of 
national  reputation  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  The  Synods 
will  remember  that  Mr.  Hagerman  was  the  lawyer  who 
drew  up  the  bill  that  went  thru  the  Federal  Courts  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  and  settled  finally  the 
question  of  litigation  concerning  the  union  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  Church. 

VI. 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  given  by  the  Synod  of 
Kansas  and  the  Synod  of  Missouri  at  their  last  meeting,  the 
following  amendment  to  the  charter  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
is  hereby,  by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  trans- 
mitted to  the  Synods  for  their  approval,  and  when  so  approved 
and  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley 
College  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  in  1920  and  the  law 
governing  such  amendment  shall  have  been  complied  with, 
then  and  thereafter  said  amendment  will  be  operative  and  the 
Synod  of  Missouri  will  henceforth  elect  all  of  the  Trustees  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  as  provided  in  the  amended  charter. 
The  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  as  follows,  quoting  from 
the  minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  held  May  28,  1919,  at 
which  meeting  a  quorum  was  present  and  participated  in  the 
action  voting  unanimously  for  the  same : 

NOTICE. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  of  a  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Articles  of  Association  of  Missouri  Valley  College  to  be  acted 
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upon  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  College  at  the  regular 
annual  meeting  in  1920. 

Said  proposed  amendment  is  in  words  and  figures  as 
follows: 

**That  in  1920,  and  thereafter,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist 
of  twenty-one  members,  and  that  the  first  term  of  the  respective  members 
then  elected  shall  be  of  such  duration  that,  regard  being  had  to  the  terms 
of  members  then  in  office,  the  terms  thereafter  of  one-third  of  the  members 
of  said  Board  shall  expire  each  two  years,  and  thereafter  the  term  of  each 
member  of  said  Board  shall  be  six  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified;  that  at  such  time  as  said  Board  shall  actually  consist  of 
twenty-one  members  and  thereafter,  five  members  of  said  Board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  that  in  1920  and  there- 
after, all  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Missouri 
Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  which 
said  Synod  at  said  time  shall  succeed  to  and  thereafter  exclusively  be  vested 
with  all  the  property  rights,  powers,  jurisdiction  and  authority  in  all 
respects  had  and  given  to  and  provided  for  the  Synods  mentioned  in  said 
Articles  of  Association;  that  thereafter,  the  said  Articles  of  Association 
may  be  amended  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  any  regular  annual  meet- 
ing, provided  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall  be  filed  with  the  amend- 
ment proposed  at  the  annual  meeting  next  prior  thereto  and  provided 
also  that  said  amendment  must  be  approved  by  said  Missouri  Synod  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America;  that  in  1920  and 
thereafter,  the  treasurer  shall  give  bond  in  double  the  amount  of  money 
and  securities  likely  to  come  or  be  in  his  hands  for  the  term  of  his  office, 
with  not  less  than  five  good  and  solvent  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board,  or  by  giving  a  surety  bond  conditioned  on  a  faithful  accounting 
of  all  funds  coming  into  his  hands  during  his  term  of  office  in  such  sum, 
amount,  and  with  such  surety  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board,  the  prem- 
ium for  which  bond  may  be  paid  by  said  Trustees  from  available  funds  of 
said  College,  and  that  all  provisions  of  said  Articles  of  Association  in 
conflict  with  this  amendment  be  and  they  are  hereby  superseded  repealed 
and  nullified/' 

The  above  notice  is  given  and  with  the  proposed  amend- 
ment filed  as  provided  by  the  Articles  of  Association  of  Mis- 
souri Valley  College  and  under  and  in  pursuance  of  a  resolu- 
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tion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  College  adopted  at  the 
meeting  thereof  held  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  on  the  27th 
day  of  November,  1918.

Pertaining  to  the  above  proposed  amendment  to  the 
charter  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  see  action  of  the  Synod  of 
Kansas  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  pages  13  and  14  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of 
Kansas  at  Parsons,  October  8,  1918,  and  the  Minutes  of  Synod 
of  Missouri  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  Tuesday,  December  3, 
1918,  pages  35,  36,  37,  52  and  54.  The  Synods  are  hereby 
asked  to  approve  the  proposed  amendment  as  above  quoted 
to  the  end  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley 
College  at  its  next  annual  meeting  in  1920  may  adopt  such 
amendment  and  take  whatever  legal  steps  are  necessary  in 
order  to  have  said  amendment  legally  incorporated  by  the 
State  of  Missouri  in  the  charter  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
as  by  law  provided,  so  that  at  the  Fall  meeting  of  the  Synod  of 
Missouri,  1920,  the  amended  charter  may  be  operative  and 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  Col- 
lege may  be  elected  so  far  as  is  necessary,  in  harmony  with  the 
provisions  of  the  amended  charter  and  that  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College  may  be  made 
thereafter  to  the  Synod  of  Missouri  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  its  legal  successors. 

Inasmuch  as  by  decree  of  the  Federal  Courts  that  the 
property  of  Missouri  Valley  College  ''is  held  by  said  corpora- 
tion  for  the  use  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of   America,''    which   decision   was   affirmed   by   the 
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Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  therefore  it  is  suggested 
as  advisable  that  the  Synods  aforesaid  request  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College  upon  such  amendment  of 
said  charter  to  inform  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  of  said  amend- 
ment, particularly  in  view  of  the  Enabling  Act  of  1907, 
declaring  the  control  of  Missouri  Valley  College  under  the 
Synod  of  Missouri  and  the  Synod  of  Kansas  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  thereby  enab- 
ling the  General  Assembly  to  have  proper  record  of  the  changes 
thus  made  and,  if  the  General  Assembly  deems  it  necessary 
under  legal  advice,  to  have  the  said  action  of  the  Synod  of 
Missouri  and  the  Synod  of  Kansas,  with  reference  to  Missouri 
Valley  College  as  aforesaid,  approved  and  ratified. 

When  the  above  amendment  becomes  operative  in  1920 
it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Synod  of  Missouri,  at  its  meeting 
in  said  year  (1920),  to  elect  the  successors  of  the  four  trustees 
whose  terms  expire  in  1920,  and  three  new  additional  trustees, 
making  seven  in  all,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  six  years  or  until 
1926.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  said  Synod  also  to  elect  two  trus- 
tees to  be  added  to  the  class  whose  term  expires  in  1924  and 
whose  terms  will  expire  in  1924  with  the  others  of  that  class; 
and  in  addition,  three  trustees  to  serve  in  the  class  whose 
terms  expire  in  1922.  Thereafter,  on  each  even  year  the  Synod 
will  elect  seven  trustees  to  succeed  those  whose  terms  expire 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  amended  charter  of  Missouri 
Valley  College. 

VII. 

As  you  will  observe  by  the  catalog,  a  copy  of  which  is 
herewith  submitted  and  is  the  April  Bulletin  of  1919,  we  had 
in  the  College  last  year  114  College  students;  in  the  Academy, 
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60  students;  in  the  School  of  Music,  111  students;  making  a 
total  of  285  in  all  Departments,  from  which  you  will  see, 
excluding  duplicates,  we  had  a  net  attendance  of  232.  Among 
these  were  eight  candidates  for  the  ministery,  the  smallest 
number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  in  many  years.  This 
is  to  be  regretted.  We  had  the  usual  faculty  and  faculty 
assistants. 

VIII. 

It  is  now  time,  after  several  years  of  experience,  to  call 
attention  of  the  Synods  to  our  Department  of  Education  in 
Missouri  Valley  College.  This  is  regularly  administered 
under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of  Education 
of  Missouri,  and  at  the  end  of  the  course  the  state  issues 
certificates  to  teach  anywhere  in  Missouri  in  high  school  or 
in  the  grammar  grades  for  three  years  without  examination. 
If  two  years  are  spent  in  successful  teaching,  then  this 
state  certificate  is  made  permanent.  This  is  quite  an  ad- 
vantage to  the  students  of  Missouri  Valley  College.  Last 
year  nine  of  the  eighteen  graduates  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
were  awarded  the  state  certificate  to  teach  and  all  are  em- 
ployed and  many  more  are  in  demand.  The  highest  salary 
paid  to  one  of  the  graduates  of  last  year  is  $165.00  a  month. 
The  lowest  salary  is  $75.00  a  month  and  the  young  lady  is 
to  teach  in  her  home  town.  This  system  of  College  education 
has  been  carried  on  for  several  years  most  successfully  and  our 
teachers  are  making  a  marked  impression  wherever  they 
teach.  There  are  three  reasons  for  this;  first,  the  number  of 
students  is  not  so  large  but  that  special  attention  may  be 
given  by  the  teacher  to  each  individual;  secondly,  Missouri 
Valley  College  insists  on  taking  the  subjects  in  logical 
order.  A  recent  survey  has  shown  that  this  is  the  only  institu- 
tion in  Missouri  which  adheres  to  this  policy.     And  third, 
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the  practice  teaching  under  the  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  is  done  with  the  first,  second  and  third 
year  classes  in  the  Academy,  which  makes  an  exceptional 
opportunity  in  the  way  of  practice  teaching.  Each  individual 
teacher  in  the  Senior  year  of  the  College  has  charge  of  one  class 
in  the  Academy,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Dean  and  the 
Professor  of  Education,  making  for  efficiency  when  such  teach- 
ers go  out  into  active  life.  Because  of  the  efficiency  of  our 
teachers  they  have  attracted  the  attention  of  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  which  made  a  special  investigation  as  to  our 
methods  of  work  in  this  Department. 

The  School  of  Music  for  the  past  two  years  has  been  giving 
special  attention  to  public  school  Music  and  some  of  the 
products  of  this  Department  are  beginning  to  show  worth 
in  the  public  school  work  of  this  and  other  states. 

IX. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Missouri  Valley  College  is 
beginning  to  become  conscious  of  its  power  as  a  working  force 
in  connection  with  the  College  and  has  under  advisement 
plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  College  work.  The  fact  that 
the  Alumni  are  now  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  that  the  number  has  increased  to  370  graduates  of  the 
College  proper,  in  addition  to  the  graduates  in  the  School  of 
Music  and  in  the  Academy,  makes  it  possible  for  a  consider- 
able advance  on  the  part  of  the  Alumni  as  a  group  to  itself. 
Many  of  the  men  are  prosperous  in  business,  and  all  almost 
without  exception  are  doing  well.  Their  initiative  will 
henceforth  be  one  of  the  important  assets  of  Missouri  Valley 
College. 

In  the  list  of  missionaries  sent  out  by  our  Board  this  year 
to  foreign  fields,  two  are  graduates  of  Missouri  Valley  College. 
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Both  went  to  India.  Missouri  Valley  College  missionaries 
are  at  work  in  the  Phillipines,  Porto  Rico,  China,  Japan, 
Korea,  India,  Hawaii  and  Guam. 

X. 

See  Treasurer's  Report  submitted  by  Crockett,  Couch- 
man  &  Crawford  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  for  details  con- 
cerning the  finances  of  Missouri  Valley  Ccllege.  From  this 
Report  you  will  observe  that  Missouri  Valley  College  is  in  an 
exceptionally  good  financial  condition.  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
College  to  keep  out  of  debt.  The  small  deficit  at  the  end  of 
the  year  in  our  running  accounts  is  easily  taken  care  of. 

XI. 

The  recommendations  scattered  thru  the  above  Report 
are  concerning  the  following  points:  First,  the  election  of 
a  Trustee  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Rev.  Arthur  Lee 
Odell,  D.  D.  Second,  the  approval  of  the  amendment  to 
the  charter  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Third, 
approve  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  informing  the  General 
Assembly  concerning  said  amendments.  Fourth,  approve  of 
the  plan  concerning  the  election  of  Trustees  in  1920  as  sug- 
gested in  the  closing  paragraph  of  VI.
